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PROTECTION OF FUR BEARING ANIMALS 
AND GAME BIRDS 


The following ‘etter was read at a 
vecent meeung of the Edmonton Gun 
club by Hirrison S. Young, fisheries 
overseer. We publish it at the re- 
quest Of the secretary of the Gun club 
trusiing that the letter will bring 
home to ihe proper authori! ies the ab- 
rolute nec2ssi_y for legisleztion to pro- 


tect the fur-bearing animals of the 
Canadian far northwest. 
The President and Members 


of the E4- 
nmonton Gun ciub. 

Gentlemen ;—At the last mevting of 
your club! read to you en article deal- 
ing with the matter of the better pro- 
teciion of feathered game, deer and 
fur-bearing animals in the district of 
‘Alberta, and I think that letter, ow- 
ing to tbe support given il by your 
organization, bas aroused considerab]- 
interest in this matter, and has, I! 
ibink, done some good along the lines 
we are aiming at, the better protec- 
tion and preservation of fur-bearing 
animals avd game dvirds. 

In this letter | will only deal with 
the question of the protection of tbe 
fur-bearing animals in the unorganiz- 
ed disiricts of the north. In these i-- 
tricis tbe p otection of game and all 
avimals is Gne coming under Lhe coa- 


+rol of the Dommion government, and; 


the importance of the in‘erests involv 
ed makes it a matter deseiving of all 
#llienuon. 

It is strange tba! though the:e are 
many Canadian fur dealers m Canada, 
some with an ipternaiion:al reputation, 
none of them héve ever been represent- 
ed in the E@monton market, while 
American firms bave always been re- 
presented Edmoucon is tolay one of 
the largest markets for the sails of 
raw furs direct from the hands of the 
trappers. 

It may surprise many of you, 
very familiar with the trade, to tearn 
ihat of the large quantity of fur an- 
nualiy brought io bere, nol more than 
one half wi! grade No. 1, and. a guar- 
ter of st will grede No. 3 and lower. 
What would you think of a farmer 
who killed or said his steers when they 
were in pooc Order, or cut his crop be- 
fore it was rige# Yet that is exagt- 
ly what is heint done in the fur. itade 
today. Bears are killed ir summer 
velue fifty cenis; same skin killed jr 
season, value $15. Silver foxer ‘killed 
too early or teo jate in the season aré 
worth perhaps five dollars, while the 
same skins, killed in season, ave often 
sorth five hundred dollars and ithe 
same is irue of alli otber kinds of furs. 
Neither the Badson’s Buy Company 
mot any other tixader wants these poor 
skins. The only reason they trade 
them is that the trapper suys, “Buy 
my poor furs, er if you dou't, I wil 
not give you m* good furs when I 
bave any.” Compvetition i keen and 
one trader is afraid of the other, so the 
trapper forces (beir hands in- 
dian trapper bas, I suppose, a vested 
righ: in the fur of the north, ‘but he 
certainly does pot own it. The fur of 
the north és a valuoble asset of the Do- 
aS much so as is timber and 
fish, An Indian has no eare for to- 
morrow, sol thipk the government 
should step. in apd prevent them [from 
destroying recklessly their only pre- 
ecnt means of making their living, and 
preserve as song 4s possible the rich 
lur preserves 0. tbe north. 

There is, in my opinion, only one way 
to siop this evil, end thai is to probi- 
bit the export of fars of a lew or un-
